Tothe fecond Fanfwer ; Iconfeflet 
never read the Charter, butam informed chat we have not inthe 
leaftexceeded the bounds thereof: But admit we did pray fot 
fomething which could not cleerly arife from any branch t 
Could the previfion of former Parliaments, perfe&ly provide us 
all requifites for fafety to the end of the world ; { as'thar ‘ic 
fhould becomeacrime in us to prayto this Parliament for any 
addirion or alteration, or for them to it, efpecially com 
fidering the great difturbances ia the Church, the rranfa&ion and 
mutations in the State, which thefe wars have produced, ‘and:

written by many of yourfelvcs: let any manalfo but view (a- 
mongit others) that dangerous |’amphlet calleda Remonftrance 
ef many thcu‘and Citizens and other free-berne people of Ke- 
gland occafioned by the late imprifonment of Matter Lslbara, 
Wherein the Parliament is arraigned, and ezch of the three E- 
ftares of the Kingdom debafed andextremely vilified, and all 
‘endeavours ufed to divide, and thereby to deftroy them; whilft 
the giddy people, orconfufed multicude are cried up, and pla- 
cedinthe Throne to judge their Judges, who can hope for no 
mercy from them, thete being no fuch Tyrant as are the people, 
when once they can'get the power into their hands, Bellvw mul 
tornm Capitum multitude, Thofe truths publifhed inehe Books 
of Mr. Thomas Edwards, Mr. 8 1;1y, and diversgocly Divines,and 
other honeft men, publifhed on purpofe¢ # I de thw) to unmaske 
you, and to give a caveat to we ean people; who are apt to 
be cheated wich your counterfeit coynes, a 
holineffé, liberty, and pure Ordinances, the old engines and arti- 
fice of Hereticks and Schifinaticks, whereby they ule to facalitate 
Religion and Libérty are indeed the two great Arguments 
wherewith wife men ought ro be much taken and affected, and 
we heare much talk of them from you; O thatT could nor fay 
that litle elfe bute talkeisto be difcerned from the greateft pare 
Of yous-you cry up Religion, and with the fame breath do plead 
for Blatphemers, Hereticks, and other enemies, who fttixe at 
the very root of Religion ; and when you are about ro make the 
people Worfe then flaves,

Burthe liberty you and they fo much contend for, I e- 
ftceme not worth the having, becaule its an enemy to Peace , and 
iris againit the nature of it to refide any where bur in, and a- 
mong{t troublefome and confufed times, places, and perfons; and 
furnifheth men with defperate and irregular incouragements, 
refolutions, and praCtifes tending to equalize, fubvert, and con- 
found perfons, families; yea, all ranks, orders, and degrees of 
perfons and focieties, Churches, Kingdomes, and Common- 
wealths ; thefe, and fuch asthefe are the fruitsof this liberty, ac- 
cording as it hath bcene lately ufed by fome of your fraternity, 
evento the expofing of us to the pics brink of another warre, 
worfe shen the former bloudy warre, which yet is not paft over, 
the skars thereof being ftill vifible, andour wounds running, 
bleeding,and feltering;& that not only in reference to the bodies 
of our dear Country- men and Brethren, but to the generall ftate 
of three languilhing Kingdomes; yet haye you no bowels of pity 
and compaflion towards the one or the other, but preffing hard

Againe, if ye be not yet properly one of thent, take heed, for 
you foone may be, having laid your felfe in Satans high-way , | 
meanethatot Tueration ; and cds great oddes, if fpirituall pride, 
and the craft and diligence of deceivers,do nor betray you to the 
embracing of oneerrour in Doctrine; and whenone of them 
hath gained admittance, ic wall ufher in all the reft afcerir, un- 
lefle God mightily prevent ; and therefore fay nor, that an errour 
in judgement is a light thing,; for as the jadgement is, will 
the praGtice be, the conviction of the mind being the mother of 
ra iona'l actions, much like, as Independency is be mor her of all 
thofé Sets and Schifmes which fo annoy us, and threaten the ut- 
terruine of all rhings precioustous. 

Oh! therefore confider befeech you, before it be too late all 
yee that are either uvfetled, or already milled by rhe fleighrs and 
cunning craftineffe of thofe who lie in wait to deceive. 

What difhonour you do to God, what damage will accrue to 
his Church and thefe three Kingdomes, yeato your ownefoules 
by fcrving the ends, and grengthning the hands of fuch, who by 
their tenents and praif€s do evidence to the world (notwith- 
ftanding their other pretences) that they are enemies to God and 
good men, whofe con(tant praCtifes are againft truth, peace, unt- 
on, and good government ; and that you may efcape thers fhar’, 
obferve their cunning, their faire and {p:cious fhewes, pretenecs 
and promifes. But ic wotld be needlefie to repeate all rhe glofies, 
pretences, and faire promis with which they ufe to deceive the 
fimpie; and to wath off chofe blots wherewich they have beene 
mott defervedly charged, { fhall only inftance in their pretended- 
ly moderate Mater Burrenghs his Vindication againtt Mr, 


wards his two Books called Gangrena and Autapologia, whereby 


their practifes have moft worthily beene difcovered and confured; 


‘which Book, becau ic cannot be well anfwered, cherefore they 


rault be impatiently railed at, and all endeavours ufed 
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the perfon of that faithful freind of truth. And inthe 24. page 
of Mr, Burrowgbs his Book, he acccun’s is an injury that Indepen- 
dents are faid to be fuch as would haveno Government, bur that 
all Herefies, &c, betolerared. 

Anfw. Letany judicious indifferentman jadge whether the 
protecting, pleading for,and palliating rhe faules of Blafphemere, 
Hereticks and SeCtaries, mediating and foliciting for a Tolerati- 
on, or at leaft connivance for them, and the Independents rec- 
koning all faid or done againft themfelvee, whichis laid, writ, or 
done againft fuch Se&taries ; I fay, judge whether this charge be 
not jult upon them. And is not the prote&tion and toleration 
of Schifmaticks contained inthe very natute of Independency 
it (elle? And here let fad experience {peak what lefle hath (but 
the beginnings of ) Independence produced, and what monftrous 
effe&s may we expe from ir, if tolerated? But for the faid Book 
in general} ic promifeth much, and I confeffeT did expeé& more 
from M. Burroughs, chen light irritating and perfonall difcourfes, 
for which he blames others evenin che fame Book, ufing gloffes 
and infinu ations, but leaves unanfwered rhat which flicks and wil 
fick upon him and his party; yer cries out of Mr. Edwards as bee 
mg faulcy, whereas nothing appezreth but lis zeale for God and 
his truth againft Blafphemers and licencious perfons, where 
in Mr. Burroughs ought to joyne wich him, ifhe were as he deft- 
rech to be accounted. | 

Obférve alfo now of late their great chreatnings, faying, thar 
H# we oppofe their wayes,we hall offend God, the Parliamenr 
and the Army : Todifcover the untruth hereof; Jaffirm:, anc 
it is certain, thatics no offence to God, but aduty we oweunto

Certainly ic is.2 high prefumption in all erroneous SeCtaries to: 


render the Parliament and Armies under facta terrible notion, as 


their opinions and affeétions were acered,and 
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beit and mott confiderable friends, whcreby jealoufies are fomer- 
ted, the hands of the Parliament weakned, our enemies encoura- 
ged, and che whole Kingdom extremly duturbed and endangered; 
Anda ftrange inspudency icis in thefaid S¢Qariesto patronize 
their Errours, and the maintenance ot then: upon God, the Par- 
liament, and the Army; and ‘tis contrary to reafon, as well as 
Religion, that it fhould be fo, Can Almighty God approve of 
any practice which 1s contrary to hisowa holy will? Or can Ex- 
e/ands Parliament countenance any endeavours tending to ruine 
the publike,who are fo highly-entrufted,fworn,and bound both in. 
conicience and intereft to preferve ir, evento the utmoit hazard of 
all cheyeicher have or arc? And have theynot moft worthily decla- 
red to the world,and {worn ty the mighty God & Judge of heaven. 
and earch,for fach.a Reformation,which fhall not only difcountes 
naace,but extirpate all Schifme and Herefie,as wel] asQ2. pery and Pree 
Lacy,and what ever elfe be found contrary to found Dorin and she 
of godlines, we hope the Parliament (by Gods affiltance ) will 
effe&, When that good and neceffary Difcipline of the Chur¢it, 
can be fetrled, and che great work of faving the Kingdom give 
them leave to intend it; Orcan our Army who have ‘o gallanr- 
ly ftoodin defence of Religion and Liberty, now render theim- 
(elves for ever infamous, by being the Champions of irreligion, 
and licencious Toleration, as fome Seftaries would faine have us 
cobeleeve? No, we would not entertain fuch thoughts of any of 
them,whio have done fo well formerly.

All thefe chiags you do, whereby our peace is deferred , and 
thofe blefled endeavours which tend to fectlement, rendred fruit- 
leffe; whilft the rents and ruines of the Church continually 
grow more defperate and irrepairable : The Kingdoms impo- 
verifbed by the mighey charge and fpoyle of an intefiive bloudy 
war, and polluted with the guile thereof, and the fpirits of men 
fill more exafperaced one againft another, which threatnech a fe- 
condanda worfe war then the former. And whilft forraigne
